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THE NEW BEDFORD CASE. 


Recently Mayor Ashley of New 
Bedford preferred charges against the 
Board of License Commissioners of 


that city, tried and found them guilty | 


of neglect of duty aud corrupt conduct, 
removed them, and appointed three 
other Commissioners in their places 
The old members forthwith filed 
petition in the Superior Court of that 
county praying for reinstatement. 

Judge Henry K. Braley of the Bristol 
County Superior Court in due time 
heard the petitioners and their evidence 
and after a thorough investigation, in 
an elaborate report, decided every point 
against Mayor Ashley and reinstated 
Messrs. Howland, Sparrow and Bar- 
ney in their former position of License 
Commissioners of the City of New 
Bedford. 

Mayor Ashley made seven specific 
charges against the old Board each one 
of which was carefully examined by 
Judge Braley and decided against the 
Mayor. The decision filled 5 or 6 
columns of the New Bedford Mercury 
of March 23, and it made ‘*mighty in- 
teresting reading.” The Judge took 
up each charge by itself, dissected the 
law of 1894, marshaled the testimony, 
cited many cases in support of the cou- 
tention of the petitioners, and routed 
the Mayor on every point he tried to 
make. 

From the decision in this case it 
seems that it takes something more 
thao bare accusations to turn License 
Commissioners out of office. Mayor 
Ashley wanted to get rid of the old

Board to make room for political 
friends so he trumped up a_ lot ot 
charges, tried the case which he had 


prejudged, and ousted the incumbents. 
But the Court decided that charges 
alone were not enough; they must be 
sustained by evidence; they must fall 
within the purview of the law; 
imust be substantial and not frivolous ; 
from all which local statesmen can 
learn a salutary lesson if so minded. 


(FF The hearing by the Committee 
of Metropolitan Affairs of the Legisla- 
ture given the petitioners for the pro- 
posed Woburn and Winchester Boule- 
vard last Wednesday forenoon drew a 
large number of our influential citizens 
to the State House, many of whom 
were heard iu behalf of the enterprise 
A numerous and active local committee 
had the matter in charge and atill have, 
and the general belief is that the Legis 
Jature will act favorably on the bill. 
Lhe feasibility of the project and its 
importance to the City of Woburn are 
too obvious to require argument in 
support of the position of the promoters 
that the Boulevard should be built, and 
it is believed that if the question was 
submitted to a vote of the people the 
verdict would be nearly unanimous in 
favor of the grand improvement. 


te On Feb. 25 last Henry Cabot 
Lodge delivered a speech in the U. S 
Senate on ‘*The Protection of Ameri- 
can Citizens” which had the right ring 
toit. It was vigorous protest against 
the treatment received by American 
citizens at the hands of the Spanish 
authorities in Cuba and a strong plea 
for their protection by our Govern- 
ment. It was uot a long speech but 
an able and patriotic one. Of course 
it had but little or no effect on the 
President and his Secretaries at that 
time. Senator Lodge is a broad minded 
American statesman, and therein he 
differs widely from his Hon. Colleague, 
who is strong on quibbles and legal 
technicalities.

KIRKE LA SHELLE TELLS OF THE EV- 
OLUTION OF A NEWSPAPER. 


A Chicago Experience In Journalism Many 
Phases of Which Are Not Unknown In 
Other Sections—How Many Climbed the | 
Ladder In the Country Printing Office, 


Kirke LaShelle, manager of the 
“Wizard of the Nile’? Comic Oper: 
company, used to be a printer on th 
daily papers of Chicago in the earlier 
times, and tells some interesting sto- 
ries. He has seen both sides of life, and | 
in the sunny times of the present has 
not entirely forgotten a certain charm | 


that gilded the days when things did | g; 


not ‘‘come so easy.”’ 

In the first place he was a printer on | 
a country paper down at Wyoming, Ills. 
He distributed pi, washed the rollers, 
helped with the press work, built the 
fires and swept the office. And he re- 
ceived $1.25 a week for his services, | 
There was a journeyman printer who 
could make $6 or $7 whcn he was sober 
and who could quote whole pages of | 
Byron and Scott and Tennyson when he 
was drunk. The foreman received $12 
a week, and the sum seemed perfectly 
stupendous to LaShelle. 

Whatever could a man do with $12 a 
week? In what possible manner could 
he find places for so much money? 
Where could he put it? How should he 
spend it? How greater than the fortunes 
of princes was the estate of this foreman | 
who received 312 a week! 

LaShelle grew in efficiency till he 
could set as much type as the journey- 
man, and then the latter rose to such | 
inebriated heights that he could no | 
longer recite poetry and was discharged, 
The pay of the apprentice was then 
raised to $83 a week. The foreman left 
and came to Chicago, and after a time 
wrote for his former ‘‘devil,’’ and the 
lad left Wyoming and took a place as 
galley boy on the old Telegraph, which 
had been started as a greenback paper 
by Colonel 8. F. Norton. 

It was an afternoon paper, and La- 
Shelle had all the work he could do and 
drew $5 a week for doing it. After 
awhile Colonel Norton retired from the 
paper and a man named Collins, from 
Winchester, came up and invested $40, - 
000 in the struggling concern, It is said 
of Mr. Collins that his dream of life 
consisted in the ability to write passes 
to theaters, and the dream was never 
realized till he had bought The Tele- 
graph. 

The paper ran us an afternoon sheet 
for about a year, and then it changed 
suddenly to morning issue, The 
change scems to have been a mistake, 
for The Telegraph lost money steadily, 
but this fact did not foratime interfere 
with Mr, Collins’ privileges with the 
theaters. Then came a day when the 
business manager of the paper came up | 
and announced to the men that he 
would have to hold back a certain por- 
tion of their pay for a week orso. At} 
the end of that time the office was un- | 
able to provide any of the pay. The 
business manager came up and told the 
men if they would hold on for a day or 
two everything would be all right, as 
Mr. Collins was negotiating for a sale. | 

That went on for another week, and 
one night the men went up to the com- 
posing room and talked the matter all | 
over, They had worked for nothing as 
long as they thought there was any rea- 
son for it. They believed in being loyal | 
to their paper, but they saw no reason 
why the thing should run along indefi- 
nitely. The time for starting composi 
tion approached, and the men had real- 
ly concluded not to pick up a_ type. 
Suddenly the ruined owner came slow- 
ly, laboriously, up the stairs. 

“Good evening, gentlemen,’ said he. 
“I don't suppose you feel like working 
again tonight, and I cannot blame you, 
Of course you ought to have your mon 
ey. If the paper could go on till tomor- 
row I believe the trade would be made, 
and in that event you will all get your| 
money. If a paper is uot issued in the 
morning, of course there will be noth 
ing to sell, and I can do nothing tow ard | 
paying you, for I have sunk every dol 
lar I had in the world, and this is the 
end of my resources, I put $40,000 in 
The Telegraph and it is all gone. 

“T don’t care so much for myself. It 
really doesn’t matter, I am getting to 
be an old man, and these things cannot 
interest me much longer, but when a 
man bas put the earnings of his lifetime 
in ao business, as Ihave, he gets to feel a 
sort of interest in it and to wish it might 
live, even if it has to pass to others. 

“Well, I suppose you are right. Of 
course I cannot ask you to do any 
more,’’ And he turned wearily and 
started down stairs, 

The foreman looked toward the clock, 
It marked just 7—the time for going 
to work, Every man felt in his right 
hand yest pocket for his composing rule, 
and without a word eyery printer walked 
straight to his case aud began the regu 
lar work of the evening. As the defeated

BLOTTING PAPER. 


And Something About the Obsolete Sand 
Boxes and Sand, 


In England they use a thin blot 
ting paper; here we mainly a 
thick blotter.

BOY'S LOVE. 


Of the thousand and one touching 
scenes that are enacted in merry Eng- 
land every day I suppose that we luna- 
cy commissioners come across #8 many 
as most. And I doubt not that if any 
man who has served the government in 
this capacity were to relate the more 
striking of his experiences in a sympa- 
thetic manner he would command a 
large circle of interested readers, and 
would surely draw tears from even the 
least emotional among them, I do not, 
however, remember that any lunacy 
commissioner ever has published such a 
volume, and I suppose the reason is not 
far to seek, A constant course of prac- 
tical routine, of dry statistics and cal- 
culations of what I muy call the work- 
aday business of lunacy unfits a man 
to regard these experiences from an 
emotional or pathetic aspect and tends 
to make him employ his leisure thoughts 
upon subjects as far as possible removed 
from those of the shop, while even if 
it were otherwise the obligations of 
professional secrecy would be a formida- 
ble barrier to the successful treatment 
of such a theme. 

At times, however, a case arises at- 
tended with features that cannot fail to 
excite strong feeling in the most hard- 
ened professional bosom. It is a case of 
this nature that I now set myself to re- 
late, und Ido so the more readily be- 
cause there is no fetr in the present in- 
stance of my causing pain or distress 
to any perron concerned, If, therefore, 
I shield myself under cover of mislead- 
ing numes and dates, it is rather asa 
conventional formality than as a precau- 
tion that is in any degree requisite. 

At a distance of time—which I will 
call five years ago—my business duties 
took me to inspect a well known asylum 
in the west of England. Dr. X., the 
head of the establishment, was an old

The Spectrum of a Star, 


A late circular issued from the Har 
vard college observatory includes in its 
aecount of the most important recent 
discoveries the spectrum of a star 
known as Zetu Puppis, its remarkable 
tharacter being unlike that of any other 
yet obtained, the continuous spectrum 
containing three systers of lines—first, 
the dark hydrogen lines, such 
found in stars of the first type; second, 
two bright bands or lines, whieh may 
be identical with the adjacent lines in 
spectra of the fitth type, and, third, a 
kerics of very faint lines. But the most 
important feature of this spectrum is a 
new cloment not found on the earth or 
in any other stars, an element which, 
though similar to hydropgen,is yet dis 
tinetly different from it. Just what it 
is or by what hame to call it astronomers 
undecided, the marked peculiarity 
being noted that it produces a vibration 
rather than accidental of 
three-fen-milliouths of a millimeter and 
the action of which ean be traced only 
on #@ specially prepared photographic 
plate. Another extraordinary discovery 
noted is a new variable star in the eon

THE DEADLY FER DE LANCE, | 


Found by Dr, Calmette to Be the Most 
Venomous of American Snakes, 

The experiments with snake venom 
made by Dr. Calmette of Paris have dem- 
onstrated that the venom of the West 
Indian fer de lance places that reptile at 
the head of tho list of North and South 
American deadly snakes, This reptile 
thrives in the greatest numbers on the 
island of Martinique, where it attains a 
length of cight feet and is much dreaded 
by the many persons exposed to its fangs 


| on the sugar plantations. 


This serpent is scientifically known 
under the rather startling name of 
Craspedocephalus lanceolatus. It be- 
longs to the viperine group which com- 
prises the North American rattlesnake, 
moccasin and copperhead, In fact, the 
copperhead is an exact counterpart of 
its West Indian relative in every partic- 
ular excepting color. The snakes of this 
group possess long, erectile poison fangs, 
which when not in use are pressed 
against the roof of the mouth, but when 
the mouth is opened to bite the fangs 
springs forward ready for action, These 
fangs are really hollow teeth opening 
in a small hole at the tip and each con- 
necting with a gland behind the eye 
containing «a deadly fluid. Nature bas 
given the fer de lance this fluid to kill 
its prey, and for its poison man 
yet has found no infallible antidote. 

The fer de lance, or mapepire balsayn, 
as it is called by the creoles, frequents 
the damp tropical forests of the isl:‘ls 
of St. Lucia, Martinique and Trinidad, 
feeding upon birds, frogs and rats. It 
goes to the sugar plantations to obtain 
rats, and thus is, in one way at least, 
of some benefit to the sugar planter. 

When alarmed, this creature throws 
its body into a coil, and inflating itself 
With air glares at the object of its anger. 
At this time it vibrates its tail rapidly, 
as do niost of the venomous snakes of 
this group, a habit probably due to its 
close relation to the rattlesnake. If still 
further annoyed, it draws back the head 
and strikes with widely distended jaws, 
and the fangs, standing upright on th 
upper jaw, stab its tormentor if the 
blow is true, at the same time inoculat- 
ing the victim with their venom. This 
operation is performed in the fraction of 
a second, too quickly for the eye to fol- 
low it, and the victim into whose body 
the fluid has been injected staggers 
blindly forward and falls gasping to the 
ground, overcome by an inability to 
breathe, as the venom acts upon a set ot 
nerves controlling the muscles of respira- 
In the course of a few moments all 
life has left his body, the system being 
permeated by the venom. 

Not long ago the mongoose was 
brought from’India to exterminate the 
fer de lance. ‘The mongoose resembles 
in shape and size a ferret and was said 
to prey largely upon snakes. But the 
mongoose, inding itself in a strange 
country and not wishing to wander 
from the hands of these who had treated 
it so tenderly during its trip, confined 
its attacks upon the chicken yards of the 
towns, and the mapepire still rules the 
interior of the islands. The mongoose 
became merely another pest of the is- 
landers, Who must endure, besides the 
presence of roaches three inches long, 
gigantic spiders, scorpions and centi- 
peds, not to mention the smaller crea- 
tures which swarm in tropical regions. 
History records this occurrence in Mar- 
tinique: 

A wealthy resident near the coast, be- 
ing visited by some foreign guests, de- 
cided to give a banquet in their honor, 
His spacious grounds were illuminated 
for the occasion with many fancy lan- 
terns, The guests assembled for the oe- 
casion, and soon their conversation and 
laughter, mingling with the music of a 
Btring 1, changed the silent 
grounds into a scene of festivity. But 
amoung the branches of the trees and i: 
the thick folinge of the palms other 
guests were surveying the scene with 
menacing cyes. These guests were not 
clad in brordeloth or fine silks, but in 
coats of velvety green scales, and their 
catlike eyes watched every movement of 
the merry party. 

When the musicians announced the 
beginning of the banquet, the men and 
Women went indoors, and the uninvited 
guests took sole possession of the gar 
dens. They were soon gliding slowly 
eafy paths and coil 
ing their scaly bodies upon the rustic 
benches, When the men and women x 
turned fora stroll in the air, 
they found on all sides dreaded fer 
de lance, and before Warning 
could be given 17 had been stabbed with 
the fangs of these dreaded creatures. —

Woburn Woman’s Club. 


The last meeting of the Woman’s Club 
was one of especial interest to all club 
women, since Miss O. M. E. Rowe, the 
lecturer, is a prominent worker in the 
field. Her subject, ‘Race in Art and 
Literature,” afforded a broad field for 
study, and this was ably covered by the 
paper presented. 

During the hour in which the speaker 


held the attention of her audience it 
was, to quote her words, ‘‘good to give 
our minds a stretch,” and span the 


period back to Noah and the flood, or 
to Adam and Eve, Fascinating, indeed, 
it must be to the student of history, to 
notice the influence of race in art and 
literature, for every distinct nation, 
whether white, yellow, brown, red or 
black is the sum total of its ancestors. 

Miss Rowe enumerated some of the 
results of evolution in all arts, citing 
the development of the palatial steam- 
ship from the hollowed log; the change 
which time has brought about since the 
days when the sick were cast out to 
perish or recover as Providence over- 
ruled, as contrasted with the marvels of 
antiseptic surgery of the present day. 
She also mentioned the most important 
result of evolution, that of man from 
the hairy ape to a Phillips Brooks. 

The points of difference, in the several 
races, were touched upon as the shape 
and size of the skull and peculiar facial 
harks of Chinese eyes and negro lips. 
“The negro,” she said, ‘was of the same 
volatile temperament whether in Africa, 
Virginia or Boston,” and an English 
child, born and bred in Italy, would 
nevertheless reveal its Saxon blood. 

The speaker contrasted the influence 
which different races had in the march 
ot civilization. The Turanians may be 
said to have invented color in decora- 
tion, while according to her investiga- 
tion, no dark skinned race has immor- 
talized itself along this line. Art reflects 
the civilization from whence it springs, 
and stone monuments are but the petri- 
fled thoughts of the builders, Egypt 
made its mummies in the hope that after 


three thousand years soul and body 
might be united. The Semitie race, 
though held in contempt, has a firm 


grasp upon the purse strings of Europe, 
and has given to the world a poem which 
has never been surpassed, the Dream of 
the Soul, as set forth in Job. 


The fire of patriotism burns in the 
Celtic race, and artistic tendencies of 
modern nations are in proportion to 


thelr admixture of Celtic blood, Prac- 
tical wisdom, or sound common sense, 
has ever been characteristic of the 
Arian, 


Miss Rowe then spoke of the powerful 
influence of race qualities in the field of 
literature, and stated it as her opinion 
that the advanced position of woman 


Wasan Arian gift. But though much 
time and thought has been expended 
on the different peoples of the world, 


she is still intensely American, claiming 
that the people of the United States 
have made great strides toward becom- 
ing leaders of the world,

When Mark Twain was private secre- 
tary to his brother, who had been ap- 
pointed secretary of Nevada by Lincoln 
in 1861, the governor of the territory 
was General James W. Nye, who, when 
Nevada was admitted to the Union, was 
elected to represent the ‘‘battle born” 
state in the senate.

Embossing on Glass, 


Very beautiful results are obtained | 
by English artisans, says The Pottery | 
| Gazette, in embossing on glass by means 
ed across to the Palais and were ad- | : 
mitted through a private entrance | 


of tinfoil stencils, the latter being eut 
out of thin sheets of metal or cardboard 
in the same manner as for wall decora- 
tions, ete. If varnish colors are employ- 
ed, they are laid on as evenly as possible 
through the perforations in the plate 
and hardened afterward in a stove or 
oven, The metallic preparations used in 
glass staining and painting are also 
available, but require firing in the muf- 
fle or a china painter's stove. But for 
the process of embossing the plan is to 
paint the portions of glass left uncovered 
by the spaces in the stencil plate with 
brunswick black, then dip or cover with 
hydrofluoric acid, wash in water and 
remove the black ground, Every part 
that was covered will present a polished, 
even surface, the remainder having been 
eaten into by the acid, If the raised 
parts are to have a frosted appearance, 
they are rubbed with a flat piece of 
marble moistened with fine emery and 
water, To put patterns or lines on glass 
with a wheel two methods are resorted 
to, one of which is to rough in the pat- 
tern with an iron mill supplied with a 
trickling stream of water, then smooth 
out the rough marks on a York or 
Warrington stone, polish on a wooden 
wheel of willow or alder powdered 
with pumice, finishing on a cork 
wheel with putty and rotten stone. 
By another plan the engraver cuts 
in and roughs the pattern with cop 
per wheels aided by emery and olive 
or sperm oil and polishes the por- 
tions intended with leaden disks and 
Very fine pumice powder and water,

which are called the 
cause they are less bright may not be 
large stars at a very great distance, but 
perhaps sinaller or dimmer ones nearer 
at hand. The old idea is familiar to all 
—namely, that all the stars are of the 
Baume brightuess and that the fainter 
ones are at a very much greater distance 
from us than the bright ones. This the- 
ory, however, has been weakened by 
later discoveries, such as, for example, 
that Sirius has a companion whose light, 
if equal surfaces be considered, is but a 
fraction of that of its principal, and as 
tronomers have come to re¢ ognize dim 
stars, Or even dark ones, like the com 
panions of Algol, about which so much 
has lately been written, to be quite as 
common perhaps in the universe 
the bright ones. Professor Newceomb's 
proposition as to the limits of the uni 
verse is regarded as eyen more novel and 
striking, suggesting, as it does, the pos 
sibility that some day all the stars will 
be seen. —New York Sun.

THE NEW CHARTER. 

A meeting of the voters of Woburn 
has been called for May 12 to pass) 
judgment on the Act passed by the | 
present Legislature revising our city) 
charter. In this issue of the JouRNAI 
is published the call for the meeting 
and a copy of the bill. 

Our purpose in alluding to the sub- 
ject here is chiefly to impress on the} 
public mind the importance of becom- 
ing familiar with the provisions of the 
Act before the vote is taken that every- 
one may act intelligently in the premi- 
ses, for it is a grave question to be) 
decided. 

It is well known that the JouRNAL is 
in favor of the proposed change in the 
organic law of our city. We have ad- 
vocated it ever since the report of the 
committee was made public. We were 
influenced in coming to a conclusion in | 
the first place by confidence in the wis- 
dom and fair mindedness of the com- 
mittee, and secondly by what we con- 
sider their good work. The joint 
opinion of 40 honest, intelligent men is 
worth more than the judgment of one | 
man. 

The acceptance of the new charter | 
will doubtless be opposed, and honestly, 
and yet we believe it will not be re- 
jected. We gather this idea from the 
way men talk, and the number of them, 
It was a non-political movement in| 
every sense of the work. ‘The com-| 
mittee was made up without any refer- 
ence at all to politics, ‘The prime ob- 
ject was to secure a better local govern- 
mentin the future, and we believe the 
new charter will effect the change 
aimed at and so much needed. 

If the voters of this city will read | 
the document carefully and study well | 
the bearings of its provisions it will, it| 
seems to us, commend itself to enough | 
of them to carry the important meus- | 
ure through.

The prime reason for its existence is 
that a glass eye does not last more than 
f& year, and very often not more than 
‘six months. Of course this necessitates 
the purchase of new optics every little 
while by afilicted people, and the num- 
ber of people who use these eyes is sur 
prisingly larg 
production of the factory 

Five hundred are turned out 
weekly, or about 26,000 in the year, 
Not all of these are sold, but this per- 
centage is very small, ‘The unsold ones 
are stock eyes—that is, they are used 
in the sale department of the factory or 
are sent to dealers throughout the coun 
try as samples, 

The prices of glass eyes vary consid 
erably, An ordinary ready made eye 
costs $5, while a made to order eye, 
with the pupil and cornea carefully col 
ored, costs anywhere from $10 to $80, 
and occasionally as much as $60, but 
this latter price is a rare one, Poor peo 
ple can only afford the ready made eye, 
and a large number of these are always 
kept in stock in different shades of blue, 
gray and brown,

Carrier pigeons must not be confused 
with homing pigeons. The former is @ 
fancy pigeon, especially prized for the 
largeness of its ¢ and wattles, but 
quite useless as a messenger, Both are 
the dragon, but the fancier, 
in the ease of the carrier, has bred pure- 
ly for points, color, shape, eto., while 
the homing pigeon fancier cares nothing 
for these things. With him it has been 
“handsonit handsome does’? and 
stamina with intelligenoe has been his 
aim. 

The homing inetinet goes back to the 
fountain head of all the varieties, the 
blue rock itself. The bird, in fact, has 
been made and is the product purely of 
that game of extermination known as 
‘the survival of the fittest.’’ The one 
thing which gave the fillip to the sport 
was undoubtedly the siege of Paris, 
The French fought and lost one great 
battle after another till they were driven 
within the iron walls of Paris. Then it 
was that the city, entirely surrounded 
by the allied forces, found herself cut 
off from all communication with the 
outer world, A few patriotic fanciers 
offered their birda to the government, 
and so was organized the pigeon post, 
by which means the government was 
kept alive to the doings of the besiegers, 
and the besieged could receive commu: 
nications from their friends outside. 
The modus operandi was this: A bal- 
loon left Paris, taking with ita pannier 
of pigeons, and, once clear of the Prus- 
sian outposts, the balloonist made his 
way for some recognized center, 

The messages to be sent to Paris were 
then, by means of photography, reduced 
so that a page of The Times could ap- 
pear on @ small piece of paper or film 
two inches by an inch or In this 
Way a single pigeon was the bearer of 
upward of 800 messages, the aggregate 
cost of which to the senders was con- 
siderably over £100. The first three 
pigeons carried in this way over 1,000 
dispatches, Opward of 115,000 official 
and private messages were brought into 
Paris by the pigeons, and the records of 
the pigeon and balloon service of the 
siege of Paris certainly read more like a

simple historical facts. The services 
rendered during the memorable siege 
set all the world a-wondering, with the} 
result that nearly all the governments 
of Europe (our own being the great ex- 
ception) at once established military 
lofts, Which have been extended on every

While the governments thus recog- 
nized the value of the homing pigeon 
for military purposes a few stalwart 
fanciers in this country discovered a 
new medium of sport, with the result 
J. W. Logan, M. P., and other 
recognized ‘‘fathers of the fancy’’ im- 
ported the best birds that Belgium had 
to offer, and it is from these birds and 
those imported since that the racing 
pigeon in this country has been pro- 
duced, I have little hesitation in say- 
ing that upward of £20,000 per annum 
has been spent during the last 25 years 
in purchasing the best birds, and that 
at prices from, say, 20 shillings for a 
squeaker up to £60 for a proved racer

Pathetic Bit of History Concerning 

Frederick William of Germany. 
| <A charming and pathetic bit of his- 

tory concerning the Emperor Frederick 

William of Germany, who died in 1888, 
was once written by Mr, R. von Ha- 
gen, and entitled ‘The First and Last 
Adagio.'’ In substance the story ran as 
follows: 

In 1844 the future emperor of Ger- 
many was a lad of 18. One day as 
Reichardt, his music master, was about 
to leave him at the close of a lesson, the 
young prince asked him to wait a mo- 
ment. 

“Herr Reichardt,’’ said he, ‘my fa- 
ther’s birthday, the 22d of March, will 
soon be here, and Dr. Curtius thinks it 
would be very nice if I were to learn a 
new piece as a surprise for him on that 
day. Will you kindly choose something 
that you think might do? Only, mind, 
it must be very difficult, so that papa 
shall see I have taken great pains, as 
that will please him more than any- 
thing else. What he likes best is one of 
those soft, slow pieces with a greut deal 
of expression in it."’ 

Herr Reichardt turned over his mu- 
sic, and by and by paused a moment as 
if considering whether a certain piece 
would answer the purpose.

In the socalled 
active of tubercnlosis there are 
disintegration and wasting of tissues. 
Hence it is customary to date the begin- 
ning of the active stage from the first 
apparent evidence of disintegration. If 
we trace tul backward from 
the stage of

patient. Wo thus pass from the visible 
into the invisible realm. It is our pur- 
pose now to investigate this invisible

We went to the palace a little be 
fore 9 o'clock, and were ushered in 
to a salon set apart for those guests 
who were to be presented to their 
majesties— that is, those who had 
not before had that honor, There 
were about 20 Americans, mostly 
ladies, and about 40 of all other na 
tions, the representatives of the 
great republic preponderating over 
those of any other nation, The dip 
lomatic corps was in 
an adjoining salon, where it was 
first received by the empress, Mean- 
while, we were all arranged round 
the room in an irregular “line of 
battle,’ ready to make our bow 
upon the approach of the sovereigns. 
I was placed at the head of the row 
of Americans, being preferred even 
to the ladies, which does not seem 
quite right. After the reception in 
the embassadors’ salon wus finished 
each minister came into our salon 
and joined his flock. Presently his 
majesty appeared and was an- 
nounced by the grand chamberlain, 
who said in a loud voice, ‘*L’Em 
pereur!”

The usa method of fixing ia to 
place the negative in a flat tray, 
face up, xud allow it to remain un 
til cleared, ‘This should never be 
done on account of the dirt that will 
settle upon the surface of the film, 
pome of which pretty to 
stick even after a thorough washing 

A better way is to have a box 
with grooved sides, which may now 
be found af supply houses, made of 
hard rubber, to hold the plates in 
an unright position, with two strips 
running the longth of the bottom to 
keep them resting in the dirt 
or sediment accumula 
there. fixed in this way 
come out of the hypo clear and free 
from scum and specks. For large 
plates a tray may be made of wood, 
the bottom of which pitches from 
both sides to the center, This en 
ables the placing of the negative 
in the tray face down, without the 
film touching: the bottom except on 
the very edges. The tray may be 
oouted with asphalt varuish or soak- 
ed in hot paratiin to make it water 
tight. 

In making up the usual fixing 
bath of a pound of hypo to 2 quarts 
of water the addition of an ounce 
of powdered alain will be found 
very desirable, as it precipitates or 
ganic matter, keeping the bath 
clear, and also has a tendeney to 
harden the film and prevent frilling, 

It is generally supposed that the 
yellow stain and in some instances 
the bronze spots that appear on neg 
atives after they have been kept for 
atimeare caused by improper wash. 
ing, but it is more than likely that 
it is from insufficient fixing. 

All negatives, and more particu. | 
larly those developed with pyro, 
should remain as Jong again in the 
fixing bath as it has taken them to 
clear. This done, and after a thor. | 
ough washing in running water for 
at least hour, the negatives 
will neither fade nor become discol. 
ored.—New York Mail and Express.

STRUGGLES WITH ENGLISH. 


of Newspapers In India Make 


Funny Mistakes, 


Editors 
Some 


India can jointly claim to have a 
sharo—a very considerable share 
in the birth of the newspaper. Ages 
before the European conquest every 
court had a weekly, sometimes a 
daily, news letter, which was sent 
out to the principal towns and read 
with diligent attention by wealthy 
people, nobles und especially by all 
officials, It was not, however, un- 
til after the English conquest that 
the newspaper, as the word is now 
understood, was established in India, 


the first English journal in that 
country appearing about 118, and 


not until the middle of the century 
did the Indian natives begin to pub- 
lish papers in their own language. 

The Indian press may be roughly 
divided into three classes, The first 
consists of English newspapers pub 
lished in the large cities, such 
Calcutta and Bombay, generally 
very creditable productions, con- 
ducted by scholarly Englishmen or 
Anglo-Indians. The second class is 
composed of papers edited and pub- 
lished by natives, the matter being 
generally half in English and half in 
anative language, though the pro 
portion varies. Tbe third class con- 
stitutes those journals which are 
published entirely in a native lan 
guage, this class being by far the 
most numerous of all. 

The oriental 1s fond of parade, 
even in language, and the longer 
the words the more attractive, in his 
eyes and to his ears, is the style. It 
is not at all remarkable, therefore, 
that, considering his imperfect 
knowledge of English, the long 
words of which the Indian native 
editor is so fond should sometimes 
be misplaced or incorrectly employ- 
ed, nor that the metaphors in which 
he delights should frequently be 
grotesquely mixed, Most of the na- 
tives who read English are familiar 
with the literature which is distrib 
uted in enormous quantities by the 
missionaries and have adopted from 
it many pious expressions that, iip- 
propriate enough in homily or 
prayer, are ridiculously out of place 
in a leading article, 

Between the high flown expression 
often borrowed from Shakespeare 
or Milton, the mixed metaphors and 
the expressions of fervent piety the 
editorial page of the Indian country” 
paper is a literary curiosity. For in- 
stance, When the reader is assured, 
inan account of the death of a lead- 
ing member of parliament, who had 
taken an active interest in Indian 
affairs, that the editor hopes ‘‘the 
Almighty will pour his mantle ona 
worthy successor,”’ or that, in a po 
litical crisis, ‘tall the crowned heads 
of Europe are shaking in their 
shoes,’ or that ‘the editor expects, 
with the help of the Everlasting Al- 
mighty, to have more reading suited 
to the intelligence of lis subseribers 
in the next issue,’’ he may well be 
excused for the suspicion that, while 
the intention is the execution 
is somewhat defective. 

Butitis in the editorial announce 
ments in the first numbers of these 
papers and in the editorial notices of 
important events or changes in the 
policy of the paper that the editor is 
at his best. His whole vocabulary 
is brought into play to dazzle the 
pubhie eye, Sometimes the an- 
nouncement takes the tone of apol 
ogy, us in the case of the editor who 
innocently declared; ‘This is only 
the beginning of our paper, We 
were not sure how much matter was 
required to fill it up, aud, thinking 
wo hud sufficient, we did not exert 
ourself much to get any more, We 
therefore bey that our readers will 
excuse us this tine for the space left 
blank, and promise to do better and 
get more in the future Still more 
curious With the “announcement of a 
paper which came out for the first 
time with two columns blank, the 
editor making the bold announce 
ment that a large quantity of ex 
ceedingly inter matter has 
been left out for want of space,’

A GAS WELL ENTERPRISE, 


Effect of the Polsoning of a Dog on a 
Project That Looked Promising. 

“Just to show you how little things 
have affected some of my big undertak- 
ings,’’ said the ex boomer from Oregon, 
‘Jet me tell you how the poisoning of a 
dog was respon for the whole his- 
tory of a gas well in which I was onoe 
pretty heavily interested 

‘About the time we moved on to the 
fanch near Drain, Or, my boy Charles 
was very much interested in chemistry 
and was devoting most of his spare 
time to performing a lot of experiments 
in an old book which he had on the sub- 
ject. My wife became rather prejudiced 
against hie experiments after he had 
frightened Ham Song, our Chinese cook, 
into hysterics by appearing before him 
one dark night with phosphorus rub 
bed on his face and hands, and 1 aleo 
began to fear that he might do himself 
some injury after I found a plant for 
generating laughing gas at work on my 
library table one afternoon. My feeling 
against chemistry reached a head, how- 
ever, When iy pet deerhound ate up 
one of Charley's experiments and died 
asaresult, After that I refused to buy 
a new chemistry book or any more
